Tho March crop rc|iort issued by 
tho U. S. Burciui iii ('r(]p Ksllniates in 
co-operation witli Slate CommlsHloner 
of Agriculture W. C. Hanna shows 
that Kentucky farmer* have on hand 
an' unuaually large percentage of last 
yaara' orowa of com and oata, and 
that land valuea In Kentucky have 
fallen aharply within the loat year. 
The reduction of llveitock feeding, the 
mild winter and the decline of prices, 
with slow movement, are the chief 
causes for this unusually large per- 
centage of grain crops hold over by 
farmers. 

Of last year's Kentucky corn crop 
fifty per cent, (or r>0,:i25,000 bushels) 
wa* Btill held by farmers March 1, 
1921, compared to thirty-sis per cent, 
ot the 1919 crop (or 29,700,000 bush- 
el*) on farm* March 1, 1920. About 
fifteen per cent of Kentucky'* 1920 
wheat crop (or 842,000 buahels) wa* 
held on farms IVTerch 21, 1921, com- 
l)ared to eleven per cent, of the 1919 
crop (or l.l.^S.non bushels) (iii farins 
March 1, 191'n. Of tlio 19L'0 Kentucky 
nnt crop fnruiors licld tliirty-siN per 
cen' (or 2,91'il.OOn bushels) marcli 1. 
1921, compared to twenty-five per cent 
o tthe 1919 crop (2,475,000 bushels) 
held on farma March 1, 1920 About 
ten' per cont of Kentucky'* barley 
crop (or 11,000 buibett) wa* *tlll on 
farma March' 1, 1921, compared to 
twenty per cent of the 1919 crop (or 
20,000 bushela) still on farma March 
1. 1920. 

Average land values .according to 
reports from farmers and others 
throughout Kentucky, have fallen 
since March 1, 1920. from $85.00 aver- 
age for Improved farm lands a, year 
ago, to $66,00 average March 1.

The average 
value reported thi* apring for poor 
plow land I* $33 compared to $42 a 
year ago; good plow land $7B com- 
pared to 195 a year ago; and overage 
of all grades of plow l.nnd $53 com- 
pared to $70 Mardi 1. 1920. As there 
have been comparatively few sales dur 
ing the last several moiitlis these esti- 
mated values arc based partly on last 
talis sales and prices at which fann- 
ers are now holding, as well aa on re- 
cent sate*, these e*tlmates being there 
fore, largely vUionary. 

The average oaah rent iiaid tor Ken- 
tucky forma, where an entire farm 
waa rented in lUO, woo reported a* 
$916, and the average Bito of auch 
rented farms as 112 acres. Where plow 
lands alono were rented for caah the 
average cash rent was $9.70 an acre.
